TELLS OF MAN KILLING 
HIS EX-WIFE FIANCE 


Witness Says Ralph O. Miller 
Calmly Waited to Shoot 
Joseph Ducos, 


How Ralph O. Miller, a former 
WPA worker, calmly shot and 
killed Joseph Ducos, who was go- 
ing to marry Miller’s divorced wife, 
was described to a jury in Circuit 
Judge James E. McLaughlin's court 
this afternoon at the outset of 
Miller’s trial for murder. 

Mrs. Kate Schimsa, the State's 
first witness, testified Miller went 
into her restaurant across from the 
employes’ entrance to the plant of 
the Cupples Co., near Spruce and 
Sixth streets, and inquired about 
Ducos, a Cupple company worker. 
She said her son told Miller that 
he did not know Ducos, but that 
the employes on the morning shift 
would soon bye coming out of the 
plant. 

Miller, she said, went out and sta- 
tioned himself just west of the em- 
ployes’ entrance. Soon Ducos came 
out and walked to his automobile, 
parked nearby on Spruce street. 
As she was watching through the 
window in her restaurant, she saw 
Miller walk up to the car and call 
Ducos out. Then she heard two 
shots, 

She watched as Ducos fell into 
the gutter and as Miller put a re- 
volver into his pocket and walked 
rapidly away. 

Her son, Alex Schimsa, testified 
that he followed Miller, saw him 
throw the revolver into a sewer at 
Seventh and Poplar streets, and 
finally caught him at Tenth and 
Walnut streets, where he held him 
until police came. 

Miller, who is 57 years old, read- 
ily admitted the shooting to police, 
saying: “What would you do if a 
man stole your wife and took your 
dog and on top of that you had to 
pay for a divorce?” 

Miller’s wife, 27 years his junior, 
divorced him in December, 1937, 
obtaining restoration of her maid- 
en name, Mary Nelson. At the 
time of th eshooting she told police 
she and Ducos, who was 43 years 
old, had planned to marry within a

dren. 

The commission members re- 
quested an additional appropria- 
tion of $31,190 a month for admin- 
istrative expenses, which would 
enable the commission to add 315 
employes to make the investiga- 
tions. They also asked that the 
Legislature provide $200,000 a 
month for payment of aid to de- 
pendent children because of the 
increased demands on this phase 
of the Social Security program re- 
suiting from the dismissal of 2200 
mothers from their WPA jobs. 

The subcommittees took no def- 
{nite action on the requests, but 
will submit reports to their respec- 
tive appropriations committees, 
which will pass on the matter later. 
Jt was reported, however, 
members of the subcommittees 
were in favor of making the addi- 
tional allotments.

Court Bars Both Sides From Using 
Auto Union Funds. 
By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Jan. 24.—Circuit Judge 
Arthur Webster granted a tempo- 
rary injunction late yesterday re- 
straining both of the disputing fac- 
tions in the United Automobile 
Workers’ Union from using union 
funds, and issued an order, return- 
able Saturday, to show cause why 
the injunction should not be made 
permanent, 

The temporary injunction was 
granted on petition of opponents 
of President Homer Martin. The 
anti-Martin faction said the writ 
would restrain Martin from pur- 
suing what it termed an “illegal 
agreement and conspiracy” with the 
Ford Motor Co., “to disrupt the 
union and establish a company-dom- 
inated and fake union.” The funds 
total several hundred thousand dol- 
lars, in Detroit banks. 

Martin summoned last night his 
own special convention, calling del- 
egates from locals to meet in De- 
troit March 4. The majority por- 
tion of the executive board which 
Martin had suspended had called a 
convention for March 20 in Cleve- 
land. 

With virtually all board members 
suspended by one side or the oth- 
er, the two groups kept offices in 
separate buildings and carried on 
business under claims by each that 
it was the proper authority to di- 
rect the union.

Beaten

Would Affect Britain and France 


Italy Could Control

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—The world 
talks of the possible end of the 
Spanish civil war as Insurgent 
Leader Franco drives fiercely at 


Barcelona. 

Actually this war, horrible as it 
has been, is merely a phase of a 
larger international situation. 

A Franco victory will stir a mul- 
titude of conflicting emotions in 
the chancelleries of Europe. Here 
is the way it will look to the vari- 
ous interests involved: 

It presages, of course, a totali- 
tarian government for Spain—a pos- 
sible new ally for the Rome-Berlin 
axis. 

To Mussolini and Hitler it will 
mean a vast increase in power, but 
in different ways. 

Some neutral observers in Europe 
are crediting Germany with intend- 
ing to exact vengeance ultimately 
on France for the catastrophe 
which befell Germany out of the 
World War, although Hitler has 
publicly stated he wants: nothing 
further from France. Whether that 
is a correct assay of the position 
or not, the fact remains that Hitler 
will have surrounded France if and 
when Spain comes into the fold. 
That will place France under a 
handicap in event of war. 

Mussolini also will feel much 
more sure of himself in dealings 
with France if he has an ally on 
the other side of it. 

Threat to British “Life-Line.” 

But the matter of great moment 
is the increased threat by Italy to 
British domination of the Mediter- 
ranean zone and the Suez route to 
British Far Eastern possessions. If 
Franco triumphs, Mussolini will 
have a stanch friend sitting right 
on top of the gateway to the Medi- 
terranean. He may have access to 


denied that special privileges will 
accrue to any foreign Power. 

Mussolini's challenge to the might 
of England ceases to be an aca- 
demic thing and becomes a stern 
reality. 

Britain is worried. Its statesmen 
recognize the threat to he so-called 


“‘life-line of empjre.” 

Naturally, Italy’s claims on 
French territories in the Mediter- 
ranean zone are embraced in this 
same situation. 

Apart from these considerations, 
if Franco sets up a_ totalitarian 
government, Hitler and Mussolini 
may have stymied the advent of a 
red government in Spain. Berlin 
and Rome have held throughout 
the revolution that the old Madrid 
Government was largely commu- 
nistic and was headed for a soviet. 
They supported this charge by 
pointing to the aid given the Gov- 
ernment by Moscow and the Com- 
munist party of France. 

Wrong, Whatever They Did. 

So far as concerns Britain and 
France, they had no greater desire 
to see a Communist Government 
established in Madrid than did the 
Rome-Berlin axis. When Fascism 
intruded in the civil war, however, 
with all the obvious threats against 
the two democracies, France and 
England found themselves in the 
uncomfortable position of barking 
their shins no matter which way 
they turned. 

Poor Spain is not near the end 
of her anguish, even if there is a 
cessation of fighting and a declara- 
tion of “peace.” So bitter are the 
hatreds that have been engendered, 
and so diverse are the interests in- 
volved on both sides, that the war 
likely will continue in one form or 
another. 

And even if Spain could settle its 
internal strife, it still would be the 
center of the conflict between the 
Rome-Berlin axis and the English- 
Fhench combination. Whichever 
way it bestows its favors, it will 


be wrong.

NEW WOVEN GLASS FABRIC 
IS STRONGEST iN WORLD 


Small Marble Drawn Out Into Fila- 
ment 120 Miles Long Is 
Thread Used,

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—A glass 
marble weighing one-third of an 
ounce and drawn out into a fila- 
ment 120 miles long can be woven 
into the strongest fabric in the 
world, the American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers vas told to- 
day. 

A pull of 1,000,000 pounds is re- 
qu'-cd to break a square inch of 
this glass stuff when woven like 
thin cloth. The report was made 
by F. W. Atkinson, of the Owens 
Lilinois Glass Co. 

The glass he said is spun like 
cotton or wool yarn, and produces 
continuous fabrics that resemble 
silk or rayon in appearance. Glass 
fiber is one of the newest products 
of industry and the electrical en-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Senator 
Adams (Dem.), Colorado, told the 
Benate today that Col. F. C. Har- 
rington, the WPA Administrator, 
made a $56,000,000 “mistake” in 
computing relief needs and that 
there was a $292,000,000 discrep- 
ancy between Treasury and WPA 
accounting of relief funds. 

Adams, opening debate on the re- 
lief bill, said he thought a $725,- 
000,000 WPA appropriation, voted 
by the House and approved by the 
fenate Appropriations Committee, 
was adequate. President Roosevelt 
asked for $875,000,000 to operate 
WPA until June 30, 

Adams told the chamber that 


Harrington had testified he had 


sufficient money to operate the 
WPA until Feb, 7, but that in mak- 
ing up his estimate for additional 
funds he had requested money to 
carry on activities from Feb. 1 to 
June 30. 

“In other words, they were 
doubling up the money for a period 
of seven days,” Adams asserted, 

McKellar Interrupts. 

Senator McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, who favors an $875,000,000 
appropriation, interrupted to say 
that Harrington “has made a study 
of these matters.” 

“Apparently,” Adams retorted, “he 
thought we had not.” 

He said that the duplication of 
estimates for seven days resulted 
in a $45,000,000 “error” and that 
another $11,000,000 “mistake’”’ result- 
ed from Harrington’s failure to 
take into account workers on vari- 
Ous projects for whom jrovision 
had been made up to March 1. 

Adams then read from a Treasury 
report; sent to Congress recently 
by the President, which showed the 
WPA had $482,000,00 Oof unobligat- 
ed funds Dec 31. On the same date, 
Adams said, a WPA report listed 
Unobligated funds at $190,000,000, 
or $292,000,000 les sthan the sum 
mnown by the Treasury. 

Barkley Offers Theory. 

Senator Barkley of Kentucky, 
the Democratic leader, said he felt 
confident tha tthere must be some 
Way of reconciling the figures. He 
asserted it was possible the WPA 
had obligated funds and not re- 
ported the obligations to the Treas- 
Ury when the lateer department

“I will ask the Senator,” Adams 
countered, “whether he would 
rather take the word of the Presi- 
dent, who sent up the Treasury re- 
port, or of Col. Harrington.” 

McKellar, Floor Leader for those 
Seeking to increase the relief fund 
to $875,000,000, said any Senator 
voting just $725,000,000 was voting 
to “take off three out of every four 
men now on the rolls.”

Administration Plans No 
In Its Spanish Policy in Spite of 


e 


Pressure to Lift Arms Embargo 


Roosevelt Said to Feel Such Action Would 
Serve No Purpose—Sympathizes With Loyal- 
ists but Heeds Conservative Advisers.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Despite 


insistent pressure from “liberal’’ 
sources, President Roosevelt is 
firmly opposed to any change .in 
administration policy toward Spain. 
The administration will not move 
to lift the embargo on munitions 
to loyalist or insurgent Spain, the 
Post-Dispatch has learned. 

This, in effect, is what the 
President has said to at least three 
visitors in the last week: 

There is no need to lift the Span- 
ish embargo. The loyalists are 
obtaining all the munitions they can 
through the French border. To lift 
the embargo now could serve no 
purpose at all, 

The President is also aware, he 
has made plain to callers, of the 
political dynamite with which the 
Spanish situation is charged. A 
Catholic group has been formed 
with the specific purpose of oppos- 
ing any change in the administra- 
tion’s present Spanish policy. Cath- 
olics recently held a huge rally at 
Constitution Hall here, where both 
Catholics and non-Catholics spoke 
in behalf of retaining the embargo. 
Many of those participating declare 
they are not necessarily pro-Franco 
but, rather, neutral. 

Sympathy for Loyalists. 

From time to time in’ the last 
year, when there have been rumors 
and counter-rumors on the Spanish 
situation, the President has dis- 
cussed the embargo with his “lib- 
eral” friends, men such as Justice 
Ferdinand Pecora of New York. He 
has indicated a sympathy with the 
Loyalists and an interest in the pos- 
sibility of lifting the embargo and 
permitting the Loyalists to buy mu- 
nitions in this country on a cash- 
and-carry basis. It was widely 
printed last spring, on the basis of 
reports of such conversations, that 
the administration would move to 
lift the embargo. 

But the President has never made 
any such move, nor, it is believed 
now, did he ever seriously contem- 
plate a change. In part this has 
been due to conservative forces 
within his administration which 
have counter-balanced the word of 
liberal advisers. Added to this is 
the fact he has an astute sense 
of political reaction. 

Recent callers have gathered the 
impression, nevertheless, that the 


President is somewhat disturbed by 
the course his administration has 


followed on Spain. He has hinted 
that it will be possible to send over 
additional food supplies, perhaps in 
large quantities, to help alleviate 
the widespread hunger that prevails 
in Loyalist territory. Already the 
administration has agreed to send 
100,009 barrels of flour a month for 
six months for distribution through 
the Red Cross impartially in accord 
with need. 
Question Shelved in Senate. 

Recently the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee voted to shelve 
the Spanish question and agreed to 
delay any consideration of changes 
in the neutrality law. The commit- 
tee was provided with information 
from the State Department to the 
effect that the war in Spain was 
virtually at an end and that a 
Franco victory was inevitable. 

It is a curious paradox that al- 
though nothing has been done to 
change the Spanish policy, not only 
the President but important of- 
ficials in the State Department 
have talked in confidence of the 
ominous meaning for the South 
American democracies of a triumph 
for Franco. They are saying now 
that it must be a cause of grave 
concern to the United States. It 
will give the Fascist powers an 
extraordinary advantage in the pen- 
etration of South America. 

Discussing foreign affairs with 
his visitors, the President has been 
exceedingly gloomy. He has 
brought up the testimony of Joseph 
P. Kennedy, Ambassador to Great 
Britain, before the Senate Foreign 
Affairs Committee. Kennedy re- 
ported that a European war in the 
spring was almost inevitable. 

Borah Waiting to Speak. 

Thus far in the Senate there has 
been no debate on foreign affairs, 
but there are smoldering resent- 
ments that promise soon to break 
out. Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, 
for many years chairman of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee, is said 
to be waiting for an opportunity to 
denounce British policy. Criticism 
of American foreign policy, for slav- 
ishly following the British line, is 
implied, too, in the Senator's atti- 
tude. 

But the isolationist from Idaho 
has refused repeatedly in the last 
week to make any statement on 
the European’ situation. He is 
waiting, according to friends, for 
an opportunity to speak his mind 
on the floor of the Senate and the 
opportunity will come when some 
spokesman arises to defend admin- 
istration policy.

| In the case of an ultimate victory for the Franco 
forces, the real winners will be Adolf Hitler and 
Benito Mussolini. If they dia not actually foment 
the war, they very early saw the tremendous military 
and naval advantages—plus the added prestige to the 
dictator idea—that would follow a Franco victory. 

Great Britain and France, on the other hand, either 
naively or otherwise, busied themselves in forming 
the Non-Intervention Committee, whose avowed pur- 
pose it was to preserve among the nations of Europe 
a strict neutrality, in order to prevent the spread of 
the conflagration. . 

As the facts abundantly show, Germany and Italy 
ignored the Non-Intervention Committee and poured 
troops, technical experts, airplanes, munitions into 
Spain. Italy especially, far from attempting to con- 
ceal its activity, has openly boasted of the victories 
of Italian soldiers. For a time, Communist Russia 
took the side of the loyalists in furnishing airplanes, 
munitions and advisers, but, finding the contest an 
unequal one, all but ceased its intervention. From 
time to time, France surreptitiously aided the loy- 
alists, but never with decisive effectiveness. 

Now, what will be some of the consequences of a 
Franco victory? 

Britain’s route to India through the Mediterranean, 
whose freedom has for hundreds of years been a car- 
dinal point in British foreign policy, will be imper- 
fled. Already dozens of heavy German guns frown 
on the Straits of Gibraltar from the Spanish main- 
land and from Spanish Morocco. 

Even the much longer route to India around the 
Cape of Good Hope will be affected by the dicta- 
tors’ possession of the Canary Islands, off the north- 
west coast of Africa, which, in case of trouble, would 
cause British shipping to make a wide and costly 
detour.

EMBARGO ON SPAIN 


Former Secretary of State 
Sends Appeal to Hull— 
Castle Criticises Roosevelt.

administration, appealed yesterday 
for the lifting of the United States 
embargo against sale of war ma- 
terials to Spain. 

In a letter to the New York 
Times, Stimson said the United 
States, by refusing to sanction such 
aid to the Spanish Government, had 
“abandoned a traditional policy to 
which for a century and a half it 
had carefully adhered as a means 
of protecting the peace and stability 
of nations which, like itself, pre- 
ferred to live not armed to the 
teeth.” 

He added that the Spanish Gov- 
ernment had been recognized by 
Washington as “the true Govern- 
ment of Spain”; that such recog- 
nition carried “the right of self- 
defense against any future rebel- 
lion which may challenge its au- 
thority”; that under international 
law the existing recognized Govern- 
ment “is the only party which will 
be permitted to purchase arms and 
ammunition abroad.” 

At Washington Secretary of State 
Hull said he was giving complete 
and careful consideration to Stim- 
son's appeal. Associates of Hull 
said Simpson’s views were  eéx- 
pressed a few days ago in a per- 
sonal letter to the Secretary. 

Would Repeal Neutrality Act. 

Castle accused President Roose- 
velt of using the “extraordinary au- 
thority” granted him by the Neu- 
trality Act “to favor one belligerent 
over another.” He urged the repeal 
of the act and the enactment of a 
substitute measure that should be 
called because of its nature “an 
act to decrease the danger of war 
to the United States.” 

Castle, who spoke here at the 
Women’s National Republican Club 
school of politics, also suggested an 
international conference‘on neutral- 
ity. Laws dealing with neutrality, 
he insisted, could not be effective 
if loca] in character and added that 
“such questions as that of neutral- 
ity must obviously be discussed 
among the nations and a common 
decision reached.” 

Foreign Relations. 

“And with all the laws in the 
world,” said Castle, “you are not 
going to be safe from war unless 
you have a Government which ob- 
serves the elementary diplomatic 
decencies. It is dangerous for the 
country—and that is the thing that 
counts—when public officials talk 
against other -governments, even if 
their purpose is to stir up popular 
enthusiasm for a large armament 
program. Their very talk makes 
the armament program more nec- 
essary and the rush to build as well 
as the irritation caused by the talk 
makes the danger of war greater. 
The conduct of foreign relations 
must never be used for the purpose 
of domestic politics.” 

Castle said that Roosevelt, in 
favoring one belligerent over an- 
other in administering the Neutral- 
ity Act, had done that which is “en- 
tirely unneutral and is therefore 
contrary to the declared purposes 
of the act.”

Judge Edward A. Conger in dis 
missing a writ of habeas corpus 
obtained to bring about Strachey’s 
release from Ellis Island, where he 
was detained awaiting deportation 
last September. 

Strachey had obtained a visa at 
the American Consulate in London, 
but while he was on the way to 
the United States Vice-Consul 
James E. Callahan cabled the State 
Department he had revoked the 
visa on information the writer was 
a Communist. Before the Board of 
Inquiry at Ellis Island, Strachey 
denied he was a Communist. 

He was excluded on the ground 
that, his visa having been can- 
celed, he was not entitled to enter 
the country. Subsequently, he was 
admitted under $500 bond, pending 
disposition of the case. 

“There is no statutory provision, 
no regulation and no decision em- 
powering a consul to revoke a visa 
which he had once granted and 
issued to an alien,” the Appellate 
Court said.

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Parents Need a 
Night Out Away 
From Children 


Youngsters Should Be 
Taught Father and 
Mother Can’t Always Be 
Present. 


By Angelo Patri 


HEN the children come mother 

is likely to lose her night out, 

and that is not good either for 
the children or their mother and 
father. They need to get out and 
away from home and children, and 
they need to go together. Mother 
must adjust things so this can be 
or she and her family will be the 
losers as sure as there are courts 
in Reno. 


No mother wants to leave her 
child without proper care, but it 
is an unusual family that cannot 
produce one good caretaker among 
its members. There is always a 
grandmother, or grandfather, aunt 
or uncle, who has the right knack 
of staying with the children. If 
it is the unusual] family, and there 
is no relative with that gift, surely 
there is a friend, or a professional, 
to be had. Whatever or however, 
father and mother must have that 
one night off. 


The children have to be taught, 
right from the beginning, that al- 
though father and mother disap- 
pear they are certain to come back 
again. Children in infancy do not 
know this, and experience must 
teach them. A child always cries 
when his mother withdraws. If 
she makes a point of returning 
soon after disappearing, the baby 
will learn, by positive experience, 
that he is sure of her. That is 
the first, and the most important 
step in his training for this particu- 
lar experience. 


When mother goes out she 
should let the baby see her go. She 
leaves him smilingly, assures him, 
and goes out without looking back. 
She shows no concern about leav- 
ing him. If she should betray 
anxiety he will feel it and be afraid 
and cry. 2 


On returning make the joyful 
event more joyful by bringing the 
child some little thing from the 
shop, or the party. This is not to 
be done every time mother goes 
shopping, but it will do no harm 
once in a while as a pleasant sur- 
prise, but it can be done every 
time she goes to a party, or on a 
long trip, just to show that she re- 
membered. 


Many little matters of discipline 
and training will rise out of this 
situation. There is the child who 
clings to his mother with shrieks 
and chokings and pleadings. He 
spoils his mother’s evening, but she 
will spoil his behavior for some 
years to come if she lets him do 
this. And there is the child who 
falls ill the minute he sees his 
mother has changed her dress. He 
too, must be dealt with after his 
kind. His health will improve 
when he finds iJlness brings him 
nothing while cheerful resignation 
is likely to bring a macaroon from 
the party, or a balloon from the 
visit to town. 

The thing is to teach children, 
from’ little up, that they cannot 
always have their parents with 
them, close at hand. They have 
to learn to live with other people, 
to trust and obey them as they do 
their parents; and the sooner they 
learn it the better for them and 
for their relatives.

ERE is a mystery involving 
millions of dollars and all who 
can solve it may find: them- 
selves wealthy for life. The prob- 
lem is simple and the answer ought 
to be right before our eyes— 
Where does all the money, coined 
in America evety year, go? Not 


the losses on paper in the stock 
market, not the cash you check 
out of a bank, but the hard, cold 
cash itself—the currency, the met- 
al money, the silver dollars, halves, 
quarters and dimes, the nickel 5- 
cent pieces, the copper pennies? 


The Treasury Department, in its 
latest monthly report, calculates 
that there are 40,962,394 silver cart- 
wheel dollars in circulation; $350,- 
752,912 in half dollars, quarters and 
dimes; $148,312,074 in nickels and 
pennies. Secretary Morgenthau es- 
timates American continental pop- 
ulation at 130,361,000, which, he 
figures, gives an average of $4.14 
in metal money for every man, 
woman and child in the country. 

One person out of .every four 
should have a silver dollar jingling 
in purse or pocket, and every 
American should have $2.70 in smal] 
silver and $1.14 in nickel and 
copper! Of course, you will say 


that this is just the average, the 
amount that each would have if 
the currency in circulation were 
equally divided. é 

And that’s true, but it’s not 1 
of the truth by any means. In the 
first place, if all the money in cir- 
culation—money outside the Treas- 
ury and outside Federal Reserve 
Banks and agents—were equally 
divided, there would be $51.39 for 
each of us. The paper money prob- 
lem is far more elusive even than 
the metal money mystery, but paper 
may be burned, mutilated, hoarded 
or otherwise permanently with- 
drawn. Metal money cannot be 
hoarded in any quantity because it 
is too heavy, and metal money 
does not wear out or burn and 
neither the moth nor rust affect it. 

& * * 

O let’s go back to the $4.14 in 
S silver and nickel and copper that 

the average American should be 
carrying around in addition to what 
if any paper money he may be 
lucky enough to own, The grand 
American total is $539,694,450, or 
about eight billion, five hundred 
million coins. 

Now, you will be trying to inter- 
rupt right here by saying that mil- 
lions in small change rests in the 
tills of local banks. All right, cut 
the whole figure in half for the 
coins in the local banks, the shop- 
keepers’ tills—although it doesnt 
stay there long—and any other de- | 
pository of permanence. 

But afteg you've cut it in half, 
you will have to jump it back again 
because almost half the people in 
America do not carry around any 
coins at all or at most, a negligi- 
ble amount. The infants of fewer 
than five years, the inmates 
penal institutions, the senile and 
weak-minded, patients in hospitals 
and scores of other largely popu- 
lated classes do not carry coinage, 
especially metal money.
